When Mr. Dillon induced the Coalition 
Government to exempt Ireland from con- 
scription he hardly foresaw that he would 
be rewarded by a vote of censure from his 
own constituents. On Tuesday a resolu- 
tion applauding the political sagacity of 
the Nationalist Party was marked “ read” 
by the Swinford District Council. This 
was a nasty blow for Mr. Dillon. Swin- 
ford has always been his stronghold in 
County Mayo—his Egeria from whom he 
sought comfort and encouragement in 
troubled times. It has turned against 
him now because it blames him for the 
fact that Mayo harvest-men in Eng: 
land are being “hounded from pillar 
to post.” Great Britain accepted com- 
pulsory service, and most of her farm 
labourers of military age are now in the 
traintng camps, or fighting the Germans 
in France, at the State's Spartan wage of 
one shilling a day.

in the report for the previous 
year, Canada had poate ted to feel the effect 
of a contraction in basiness. Real estate values 
and the building tr were, as usual, the firs 
to suffer, and carried in their wake subsidiary 
and. dependent industries. In the throes of the 
trade depression came the war, tlie immediate 
effects of which were disastrous to the industrial 
life of the country. For weeks after the declara- 
tion of war business was practically at a stand- 
still, and the uncertainty of the future 
threatened to bring about a collapse of credit 
conditions, Faith im British power, supported 
by timely and generous encour t from 
financial circles in London, ave disaster, 
and restored the country to a more normal con- 
dition, in which it regained’ confidence in its 
own inherent resources. To these troubles had 
been added a limited grain crop in the Western 
Provinces, and the ngan” ea age l oe 
I roportion oí ita eage in the in 
va Ws istricts, suffered accordingly in the 
Ba of guch traffic, i : 

It is a matter for sincere regret that, notwith- 
standing the most rigid economy exercised in th 
operation of the companies’ lines, the net earn- 
ings for the past year were insufficient to meet 
the fixed charges for the same period. It is, 


perhaps, unn to say that this is the first 
occasion of its kind. 

Prior to the opéning of the Transcontinental 
line for public service it was felt by your 
directors that the time was rtune to extend 
an invitation to the mem of Senate and 
House of Commons of the Dominion and re- 

resentatives of the leadin newspapers of 
Bastern Canada, Chicago, and New York to be 
the company’s guests on & trip across the Con- 
tinent. Seventy-eight members of the Senate 
and House of Commons and thirty-four jour- 
nalists accepted the invitation. The trip occu- 

ied ten days, and both from members of 
Parliament and journalists the company -re- 
ceived congratulations, The members presented 
to the executive officials an address, from which 
is submitted the following extract — 

“We had not conceived it we that a 
railway nossessing the standard of alignment 
and gradient of your road could hawe been con- 
structed across Canada within so short a period. 
The evenness of the road bed and the facility 
with which one locomotive has hauled across the 
Continent a train nearly one-quarter of a mile 
in length (consisting of fifteen heavy ‘coaches) 
fully demonstrates the high standard of con- 
struction obtaining throughout the line of 
travel,” 

The main line traverses the Continent from 
tidewater on the Atlantic at Quebec, through 
the Provinces of Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta, and British Columbia, 
to tidewater on the Pacific at Vancouver and 
Victoria by car ferry, with branches gridironing 
the grain-growing pare provin of the 
West, and with trunk lines and branches serving 
the main industrial centres of the East. -We 
have the advantage of access to ocean ports on 
the Atlantic and Pacific, as well as to the prin- 
cipal ports of the Great Lakes. Our future 
prosperity should be assured in proportion to 
the prosperity of the country. We will not 
fealise our full earning power this year or next 
year, but, with continued improvement in the 
agrarian and industrial movements of the 
country, we should continue to show steady in- 
creases in the traffic carried and revenues 
earned. ' 

There has in the past been a real need for the 
company's lines in the economie development of 
Canada. There will be the same need in the 
future. These lines have been -lecated with 
careful regard to the development of the maxi- 
mum amount of traffie. ith an efficient 
modern equipment and a road bed of the 
highest physical standard, it would appear that 
the suecess of the Canadian Northern Railway 
as . Canadian Transcontinental System is as- 
gured. 

Since the close of the fiscal year business con- 
ditions have substantially improved. The plac- 
ing of large orders for munitions in Canada 
served to revive the industrial centres of Eastern 
Canada, and the rising prices of cereals, beef. 
pork produets, and cheese—Canada’s princinal 
export commodities—naturally fncreased the 
purchasine powers of the farmine communities 
of the nine provinces of the Dominion. The 
erain crop, too, of 1915 was the best in the 
history of the countrv, the value of farm pro- 
ducts of all Canada exceeding that of any nre- 
vious year by at least three hundred million 
dollars. 

With the completion of our Transcontinental 
line from Quebec to Vancouver towards the end 
of 1915, a service was established which now 
gives to your company the advantage of the 
long haul on all traffic, which had - heretofore

He asked the Commissioners to take into ac- 
count all the cireumstances and conditions pre- 
vailing at the time, and especially the state of 
Portobello Barracks. The officers and men 
were on 72 hours continuous duty without slee 
and had to do an enormous amount of oe 4 
in very trying times. Their heads were al- 
most turned by the amount of work they had 
to do. His clients’ had always taken up the 
attitude that the taking out of the barracks 
as & hostage of Mr. Skeffington was an irregu- 
lar proceeding for which there was no authority 
whatever. Mr. Morgan did everything he 
could to see that Mr. Skeffington was ma 
comfortable, and he saw that after the occur- 
rence the bodies were buried in accordance 
with religious rites. Major Rosborough was in 
no way responsible for the raids on Mr. Skeff- 
ington s house. It was done without his know- 
ledge. Counse!] trusted that the shadows which 
had been hanging over his -ctients would be 
dispelled by the report of the Commission. 

In reply to the Chairman, Mr. Brown stated 
that Major Rosborough was in command up to 
Saturday, April 29th. Colonel Allett, who was 
senior to Major Rosborough, returned to bar- 
racks on either Thursday or Friday, but he 
did not resume command until Saturday. 


MR. POWELL’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Powell, in his address, on behalf of the 
military euthorities, said that his instructions 
were to give every assistance in his power to 
the Commissioners in a very difficult task; to 
supply them with every information within the 
power of procurement of the military authori- 
tiea; to refrain from appearing as an advo- 
cate for any particular officer, whose conduct 
was impugned, and to see to it so far as he 
could that no obstruction was placed in the 
way of the Commission in the search after the 
truth. He,did not know how far he had suc- 
ceeded in fulfilling these obligations, but he 
could say his conacience did not reproaeh him. 
There were a great many things which Mr. 
Healy had stated with which he did nof agree, 
and which he would have to criticise. Fle felt 
sure Mr. Healy had been deeply moved by the 
deplorable cireumstances which the Commis- 
sioners had been investigating, and he atéri- 
buted to that the fact that Mr. Healy had 
made charges and suggestions which i+ would 
be his duty to point out were quite without 
foundation. The whole chapter which recorded 
the rebellion was a tragedy, and certainly 
every Irishman, and he believed every English- 
man, must B that that dark cloud which 
overshadow the country might soon pass 
away, He was not without hope that xy 
would be able to see in the not too distant 
future that the darkest hour was that before 
the dawn. He could quite understand the feel- 
ing of grief and bitterness which filled the 
hearts of those to whom these unfortunate men 
were near and dear. He himself, and those 
associated with him, and those for whom he 
appeared, including Sir John Maxwell and the 
Headquarters Staff, deeply sympathised with 
them in their sorrow. e officer who com- 
mitted this grievous wrong, for .sixteen years 
had served his King and country bravely and 
well, and his career had ended in the awful 
seclusion of the madhouse. There was, how- 
ever, another aspect of the case. Mr, Healy 
had said that the responsibility for the tragic 
events which they were investigating must fall 
on one regiment alone, an Irish regiment, They 
felt that very it The Royal Irish Rifles 
came to Dublin on 8th August, 1914, 350 strong.

On the 
to Portobello Bridge a 
lamentable thing occurred—the shooting of 
Coade. Of the actual killing of Coade by 
Captain Colthurst there could be no doubt. It 
was equally clear te the military authorities 
that tpat was an absolute! unjustifiable act on 
the part of Colthurst. e incident would 
show what the mental condition of Colthurst 
was. 

The Chairman said the view of the Commis- 
sion was that there might have been more than 
one shooting during the excursion on the night 
when Coade was shot. They had had the 
evidence of reputable witnesses who spoke as 
to a revolver having been used, and of others as 
to a rifle having been used. It was quite possible 
thet both weapons were used, but at diffecsnt 
times. If Mr. Powell had any manner of re- 
conciling the evidence the Commission would be 
glad to hear what it was. 

Mr. Powsll said he found it impossible to 
reconcile the evidence.

Those 
for whom I appear are as anxious as you or 
your colleagues have shown themselves to be 
that truth should prevail. For the great care 
which you have given to the case, for the 
scrupulous fair-mindedness you have manifested, 
for the great ¢ourtesy you have extended to us 
who have been endeavouring to do our duty, 
and for which I personally thank you, and by 
réason of the confidence that His Majesty with 
good reason has repesed in each and every one 
ef you, I am satisfied that your report will 
have its foundation in justice. 

COMPLIMENT TO THE COMMISSIONERS. 

The Chairman—That concludes our sittings. 
It only remains for me to thank, in the name 
of the Commissioners, all who have helpéd us, 
either by evidence or argument, to discharge 
our different duties. We shall make our report 
&s soon as We can, and now it is my duty to 
declare the sittings concluded. 

Mr. Healy-—I do not think the Commission 
should conclude without my joining with my 
learned friend in expressing high appreciation 
of the manner in which you presided over the 
inquiry, and the universal satisfaction which 
your presidency has given to the Bar, as well 
as, Í believe, to the general public of Ireland. 
I think your being sent here was received with 
wide and universal satisfaction. An ornament 
as you are to the English Bar, you have, I am 
sure, given us all lessons which we are very 
glad to draw from. the manner in which you 
presidéd over the inquiry.
